THE BORROWDALE SEAL

T he Borrowdale seal, of Captain Hobson Reed, 1787, a 
small (44mm x 30mm) hand-made oval fob seal in silver, 
fitted into a swivelling suspension to enable impressing of 
seal, with leaf decorated, scroll mounting suspension loop 
together with fitted screw for securing into rim of seal to 
stop it swiveling when not in use, obverse of seal features 
an engraved ship under sail upon waves, below inscribed 
in running script, ‘Success to the / Borrowdale’, wreath of 
leaves around, reverse, inscribed with monogram initials 
‘RH ' (in reverse so they will register HR when used as seal) 
decorated with sprigs of leaves and around rim with leaf 
decoration. Extremely fine and a unique piece of Australian 
First Fleet history.

Provenance : Discovered in 1999 at an antique jewellery shop in Dorset in 
the historic Saxon town of Wareham, famous for being the burial place of 
Lawrence of Arabia. 


The Borrowdale was one of the three supply ships with the First Fleet of 
eleven ships that sailed from Portsmouth, England on 13 M ay 1787 under 
the command of Captain Arthur Phillip. The voyage to Australia took over 
eight months with the first ships arriving at Botany Bay on 18] anuary 1788. 
This site was decided to be unsuitable for establishing a settlement so the fleet 
travelled a short distancenorth and after entering a quite cove with an ample 
supply of fresh water decided that this was to be the chosen site for the new 
convict settlement and it was named Sydney, in honour of Lord Sydney. 


TheBorrowdalewasa fully rigged wooden sailing ship of approximately 270 
tons built at Sunderland in 1785. She was seventy five feet long with a twenty 
two feet beam and carried twenty four passengers and crew. The owners 
were Leightons. Contracted by William Richards Jnr, the fleet contractor, 
she was under command of M aster, Captain Readthorn H obson Reed and 
Second M atewas William Richards. In internet notes from David H ill, 1788 
- The Brutal Truth of the First Fleet’ the following specific mentions are made 
relating to the Borrowdale; a) During the voyage to Australia, Borrowdale 
lost sail (foretop-gallant-mast) on 26 J uly. b) She lost ship's boat in O ctober 
in rough weather near Penguin Island. c) R eport of livestock losses, especially 
chickens from disease, 16 November. d) After leaving Cape of Good Hope 
the fleet split with Borrowdale staying with slower half under command of 
John Hunter. e) Arrived with slow half of fleet at Botany Bay on 20 J anuary 
one day after faster half of the fleet. f) On 4 J une participated in ceremonies 
staged for King's birthday. TheKing's ships, Sirius and Supply, fired twenty 
onegunsat sunrise, at oneo'clock and at sunset. Immediately after the King's 
ships had ceased firing at oneo'clock, the Borrowdale, Friendship, Fishburne, 
Golden Grove and Prince of Wales fired five guns each.’ 


Borrowdale departed Sydney on 14 July 1788 for England as one of theships 
in government employ for the round trip under the direction of Lieutenant 
John Shortland, agent for the Transport Department. The other ships in 
the convoy were Alexander, Friendship and Prince of Wales. Because it was 
winter and because they were unableto take fresh food from Sydney, as there 
was none to spare, the ships decided to head north where the prospects for 
taking on fresh food were greater. Two days out from Sydney bad weather 
and heavy winds struck so all four ships separated. Borrowdale abandoned 
thenortherly route and headed south under N ew Zealand and then on to Rio 
de Janeiro. By the time the ship reached Rio five sailors were dead and the 
other sailors were so weakened by scurvy that the harbour master and other 
Sailors at Rio had to board her to bring her in to berth. The Prince of Wales 
carrying Lieutenant Shortland also reached Rio. After signing on additional 
fresh crew, the Borrowdale in company with The Prince of Wales set sail 
for England with the Borrowdale arriving on 26 M arch, two days after her 
Sailing partner, thus these two becoming the first of the First Fleet ships to 
return. Borrowdale carried Governor Arthur Phillip's dispatches including 
voyage details, and details of the Sydney site and conditions. A copy of the 
dispatches were sent to King George II]. N ews of the ships’ return from 
Australia attracted widespread coverage in the newspapers. H owever, after 
the dispatches carried by the Borrowdale were released, far more detailed 
stories appeared in the newspapers The Borrowdale had a short life after 
this. Seven months later on 30 October 1789 she sank in a massive gale off 
Great Yarmouth, Roads, Norfolk with all hands lost except one. Who was 
this one? Was it the captain, Hobson Reed? No records of a name can be 
found but no matter what, Captain H obson Reed appears to have made the 
return voyage to Australia as M aster of the ship Borrowdale and the fob 
seal probably sailed with him. 


At the time of the First Fleet voyage, in the late eighteenth century, it was 
not uncommon for new ships and significant voyages to be commemorated 
with a special item bearing the words ‘success to the (name of the ship)’. In 
the book, ‘Forget M eN ot' by Sim Comfort, three such coins are illustrated, 
‘Success To The N ancy' on pages 15 and 16 for the period 1760-1780 and 
‘Success To The M ercury' on page 100 and ‘Success To The Old Lion' on 
page 111, both for the period 1787-1790. Another coin depicting the convict 
ship Friendship with similar engravings to the Borrowdale seal is held by 
the N ational M aritimeM useum, Greenwich, London (Item N 0.E4938-1/2). 
This exhibit features a ship under sail upon waves and below the inscription 
“Success to the Friendship /1787' and on thereversetheinitials FW' (Francis 
Walton, M aster of the Friendship). Floral decoration also appears on the 
reverse of this coin and this is a theme which appears on many of the known 
‘Success to ... commemorative pieces. Being almost identical it is speculative, 
but probable, that the Borrowdaleseal was commissioned by H obson Reed's 
wife or the ship owners’ as a commemorative of the historic voyage to 
Australia. The will of Hobson Reed dated 12 December 1786 was proved by 
his widow on 28 January 1790 so obviously H obson had died around that 
time. Therefore, was he the one survivor of the Yarmouth Roads sinking? 
There are many questions to answer but ultimately the Borrowdale fob seal 
found its way to the Wareham antique shop and the rest is history. A First 
Fleet relic returns to Sydney.

TheLondon M issionary Society, a non-denominational group, was formed 
in England in 1795. After funds were raised and Captain James Wilson 
offered to sail missionaries to their destination for free, the society was able 
to afford a boat, The Duff. In 1796 The Duff set sail with eighteen crew and 
thirty missionaries intent on converting the natives.

Judith Kelly was tried in the Central Criminal Court, London along with 
her accomplice, Sarah Pitcher. The Court Hearings no.456 Judith Kelly 
was indicted that she, on the 29th day of J uly previously, Knowing for that 
on the 29th July had in her custody and possession a certain forged note, 
purporting to be a bank note for the payment of 1, she knowing it to be 
forged. To this indictment the prisoner pleaded - Guilty. Sentence on 17 
September 1806: Transportation 14 Years.' (1806.09.17.-33) There were 
other indictments relating to the same incident but she was acquitted as the 
Prosecution declined to offer any evidence. Judith Kelly and Sarah Pitcher 
were among a total of 113 female and 4 male convicts Transported to N ew 
South Wales on the convict transport ship, Sydney Cove, departing Falmouth 
on 11January 1807 and arriving at Port Jackson on 18 J une1807. It appears 
that J udith had an uneventful time serving as a washerwoman. She received 
a Ticket of Leave in 1807 and in 1810 she applied to the Governor for her 
sentence to be mitigated. Subsequently, because of her ‘good conduct’, she 
was granted a Free Pardon by Governor M acquarie, signed on 25 October, 
1811. Judith Kelly was able to make it back to England or at least her 
Free Pardon document did because it was found in possession of a recently 
arrived woman claiming to be Elizabeth J ones who along with an associate, 
Jane Smith, was apprehended in London and a search revealed them to be 
in possession of several counterfeit notes. Thetwo women were tried under 
exactly the same indictment as J udith Kelly and her associate in 1806 with 
the same result of Transportation 14 Years. Was Elizabeth J ones in reality 
Judith Kelly operating under a false name? No evidence could be found in 
this regard but indeed if they areoneand thesame person then this is almost 
certainly a rare occurrence for one person to be transported twice for the 
same type of crime, particularly a female. Together with a detailed research 
paper prepared by Dr W.} D. Mira.

Johnathan Woodcock described in records as a sawyer or labourer was born 
in Hertford, England in 1796. In 1813 he received a 7 year sentence for 
larceny and was transported to Australia arriving on the Fanny' in 1816. 
Records show that he successfully applied to marry Amelia Bowing in 1819 
and that a son, James, was born in 1820. H ereceived a certificate of freedom 
for his original sentence on 4th June 1821 but was again back before the 
Sydney Criminal Court in J une of 1822 when he was again sentenced to 7 
years. His name appears on the convict musters of 1822, 1825 and 1828 
and show that he resided at Port M acquarie during this period. He was 
eventually freed on the 26th J une 1829 and appears to have remained out 
of further trouble until his death in 1849.

Found in Sydney this keepsake which drips with emotion appears to be 
the only surviving token given by a wife to a husband to carry with him 
to Australia. Interestingly four Charles Taylor's arrived in Australia in the 
relevant time frame, however two can be confidently discounted due to age 
(15 years) and the point of disembarkation (Hobart). The third Charles 
Taylor, who was transported for life, arrived on the ‘Asia’ on the 19th 
N ovember 1827 and appears in the Convict M uster of 1837 as a 29 year 
old. The emotion contained in the token would seem unlikely to apply to 
a husband who would have been nineteen in 1827. The final and strongest 
candidate for ‘M y dear H usband' is Charles Taylor who was transported for 
lifeon the M arquis of H astings' on the 14th April 1827. His death at age 47 
was recorded on the 18th August 1839 at Bathurst very soon after he was 
pardoned, and before he could be reunited with his dear wife.

Ann Carrier was described as a housemaid and nurseat her trial in Warwick, 
England on the 9th August 1828. H owever, she obviously had other means 
of income as she was convicted of stealing in Birmingham ‘from the person 
in a house of ill-fame’. According to the author Babette Smith in her book 
‘A Cargo of Women’, in which Ann has several mentions, it was not an 
uncommon crime for working women to be convicted of stealing money from 
their clients when they werein a vulnerable state. She arrived in Sydney on the 
‘Princess Royal' in M ay 1829 and was assigned to Sarah Wyer before being 
transferred to M. Smith and then later to Captain H Steel. Ann's English 
boyfriend (W Vale?) was long dead, buried and forgotten when in 1831 she 
applied to marry J ohn Ward, however this union did not proceed. Butin April 
1833 she successfully married Peter Tyler a convict printer employed by the 
Sydney M onitor and who had earlier been caught up in a bitter campaign 
against the unpopular Governor Darling. Records show that Peter Tyler died 
in Sydney in July 1842 but Ann's later years remain a mystery.

Sir Henry Edward Fox Young C.B. (1803-1870) colonial administrator, 
served in various colonial positions in Demerara, British Guiana and St Lucia 
until knighted in 1847. He was then appointed Lt-Governor of the eastern 
districts of the Cape Colony but in June transferred to South Australia. 
After a brief trip to England he returned to South Australia. In 1852 he 
alleviated the economic crisis caused by the Victorian goldfield discoveries 
and was in charge when the Adelaide Assay Office produced the Adelaide 
Pound gold coin in 1852. He examined the lower reaches of the M urray 
River in 1850 and in 1853 accompanied Francis Cadell on the voyage of 
his steamer Lady Augusta.

H enry Archer was a designer, artist and engraver at India's Currency N ote 
Press (CN P) Nasik (Road) from 1928 to 1952. During this period he prepared 
preliminary sketches, essays, proofs and final designs for many of India's 
(and H yderabad's) banknotes up to independence. 


The collection contains sixty-eight items. Forty-five from The Reserve 
Bank of India, seventeen from Hyderabad and six items relating to the 
Currency N ote Press. The Reserve Bank of India section contains fourteen 
George VI, black and white uniface photographic proofs, from one rupee 
to one thousand rupees. The H yderabad section contains twelve black and 
white uniface photographic proofs from one rupee to one hundred rupees. 
The collection also contains several hand drawn preliminary sketches, 
handwritten memos, eight actual size and enlarged photographic portraits 
of George VI and thirteen design vignettes from various notes, of animals, 
dhows and the Ashoka Column. 


The highlights include proposed front and back designs for a George VI 
two rupees eight annas and a one hundred rupees, with facing portrait of 
George VI and two elephants in the central vignette on the back (see ] hun. 
type 10.2, page 169 and type 10.3, page 170). TheH yderabad notes include 
front and back designs for a one rupee with signature of M ehdi Yar Jung 
(Jhun.2.1 - previously only reported), the back of the large size five rupees 
type which was never issued (Jhun.7.1R) plus a number of partly finished 
ten and one hundred rupees. 


The earliest item in the collection is a large hand drawn preliminary pencil 
sketch of the front and back of a design for a one? rupee with considerable 
additional information regarding size, number of sheets and number of 
notes. Both one rupee and two rupees eight annas are mentioned. Also a 
preliminary sketch for a one rupee made in 1935 (both signed by Archer 
at a later date). The latest are two different enlarged copies of the stylised 
Ashoka Pillar (Column) used for the R epublic issues.

Other items include a large pencil sketch of the proposed layout for the 
George V 1935 rupee? or two rupees eight annas. The sketch shows front 
and back of arough design S. No. Y /20 000000, surrounded by other small 
geometric designs and information relating to size (3-7/8' x 2-1/8') numbers 
to be printed (Rs.1/-, Rs.2/8), paper (numbers per sheet; numbers of sheets), 
numbers to be printed daily. Signed by Archer lower right at a later date. 
Both designs show two circles (left and right for the King's portrait and the 
watermark) with a crowned GRI cypher in the centre and serial number 
below on one design. 


Another pencil sketch (265mm x 200mm) by Archer shows Two Indian 
Buck. The title to this sketch is 'Back of Rs 5'. At a later date, Archer has 
added the words 'In 1936/7 | made this pencil sketch at the London Zoo. 
When designing the Rs.5 in India! put these Indian Buck on the reverse, 
signed by Archer lower right. There is also a black and white photograph 
of the completed vignette. See (P.23; Jhun.4.2R) for the final design on the 
five rupees. 


Oneof the memos addressed to the engraver(s) Archer and H .W. Barr, dated 
10/9/34 is entitled 'N ote Designs for Reserve Bank’. It stated ‘Although not 
definitely settled that Reserve Bank will have their notes printed here, it is 
highly probable that they will, and that the C.N.P. will remain a Govt. of 
India concern acting in a close liaison with the bank. It is unlikely that the 
bank will employ an outsider to design their notes and we must therefore 
be prepared to produce designs at short notice.....' The memo goes on to 
state that the King's head would appear on the notes and that they should 
provide preliminary designs for 5, 10, 100, 1000 and 10,000 rupees during 
the next six months. 
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Asan artist, engraver and designer, Archer was also involved in designing 
notes for H yderabad, Ceylon, Nepal, Gulf Rupees, (Indian charity notes), 
probably Pakistan, Burma and the first post independence Indian issues. 


HY DERABAD 


Archer was involved in designing the H yderabad notes produced at N asik. 
Thecollection contains twelve black and white uniface photographic proofs 
as follows: (1-2) Onerupee, uniface front and back. With signature of M ehdi 
Yar Jung (1939). Type as (P.S271; Jhun.2.1). A note written by Archer at 
a later date states '| made a memo then that the (this) Rel (one rupee) was 
not issued, thus making this note extremely rare’.

Also in the H yderabad collection is a hand written memo asking Archer to 
‘Pl(ease) come over and see me in CN P (Currency N ote Printing) Office re 
H yderabad notes. 11.15am'’, initialled (and dated) ??/6/36. Another memo 
(reduced photograph) states 'Please bring up to my S.P.I. office the proof of 
the Rs.10/- (ten rupees) H yderabad note’. Initialled 4/6/5 (4-6-1935). On 
a black and white photograph of the Hyderabad coat of arms, Archer has 
written (later in life) 'Stylised coat of arms by (signed T.I. Archer)’. 


In his old age, Archer wroteon small pieces of paper, additional descriptions 
and information about some of the items in the collection. T hese have been 
kept with the collection. A small photograph of a drawing (self portrait?) 
of a smiling Archer is included in the collection. He has added the words 
'1928-1952/T.|. Archer/Designer'in three lines. | hunjhunwalla refers to 
him as Henry Archer (page 168) although many of the memos etc appear 
to have the initials 'T.l. Archer’. The collection also contains a set of three 
charity notes (K adi) with the portrait of Gandhi at right. All are signed 'M r 
T.I. Archer’ at lower left. 


There are also black and white photographs of the cover and the next two 
pages of the special 'Inauguration Ceremony’ brochure for the opening of 
the currency press on 14th April 1928. Also photographs of the special ten 
rupees specimen note that was included in the brochure. 


R efering to the starting of the note printing press by Sir N ath M itra, Archer 
states the banknote sheets 'were cut and given to guests - about 200 sheets’. 
On the photograph of the ten rupee he has written ‘existing design from de 
la Rues from London 1928' There is also a photo (damaged) of Sir George 
Willis, the former M aster, India Security Press. 


Some of the uniface banknote proof designs have the word 'top' written in 
pencil on the back. M ost of them show signs on the back of being removed 
from a book or photo album. The front of the two rupees has three letters 
written in blue crayon? and a small hole has been repaired. The front of 
the 100 rupees has a vertical tear on the right margin which has also been 
repaired on the back with tape. The front top left corner of the one rupee 
is missing due to its removal from a book. The back has been repaired with 
tape on the left margin. M ost of the H yderabad proofs also show signs on 
the back of being removed from a book or album.

Plans were made to open branches in N ew Zealand and proof specimens were ordered dated 1863. T he branches opened 
in 1864 and even though distinctive N ew Zealand notes had been ordered they didn’t arrivein time. Some of the Australian 
notes were brought over and ultimately used up. N otes wereissued by the bank until 1934. In 1951 the bank amalgamated 
with the Union Bank to form the AN Z Banking Group.

T he N ational Bank of N ew Zealand Limited 


The N ational Bank of N ew Zealand Limited was incorporated in London in 1872. The bank began issuing notes from 
5th September 1873 and continued until 1934. The designs used were very plain and conservative, in line with their 
policies, which perhaps explains why this bank is the only bank remaining in Australasia with exactly the same name that 
it started with. It could be said their designs reamained the same for every type of issue. Their notes accounted for around 
ten percent of the total issue.

According to Sutherland, R ead issued his notes as an advance to 
pay troops engaged in the M aori Wars, although they are said to have circulated amongst local M aoris as well. It has been recounted that the latter, after 
quarelling with Read, would enter his store, take some of the Read notes from their pockets and tear them up in order to express their contempt for him.

RESERVE BANK OF NEW ZEALAND ISSUES 


Trading banks had issued their own notes until 1934 when the Reserve Bank of N ew Zealand was formed as a central 
bank. One of their functions was to issue banknotes. All trading bank notes ceased to be legal tender on 10th J anuary 
1935 but were able to be redeemed by the Reserve Bank at face value until 1st August 1976, at which time £344,939 
had not been returned. The first issue, regarded as temporary (because the imminent opening of the bank prevented full 
consideration of possible designs) was in circulation from 1st August 1934 until 1940, when it was replaced by the so- 
called permanent issue. 


The second issue continued through until the decimal currency change on 10 July 1967, this was followed by the third, 
fourth and fifth issues. 


A sixth series of polymer issues commenced in 1999.

The Sforza (“Strivers”) dynasty began as many Italian noble houses did, 
with a successful condottiere (mercenary soldier) seeking respectability for 
his family by procuring a title and an estate. M uzio Attendolo (1369-1424) 
founded the family, and his son Francesco seized the Duchy of M ilanin 1450, 
having first married the daughter of M aria Philippo Visconti. Francesco’s son 
Galeazzo succeeded him in 1466 and sought to have his position elevated 
to king, marrying the sister-in-law of the king of France to strengthen his 
claims. His rule over M ilan was harsh, with heavy taxes causing widespread 
discontent, but his patronage of grand artists and architects was a source 
of great pride for the city, and his assassination in 1476 by republican 
sympathizers was met with mixed feelings. In any case, the dynasty survived, 
in the person of his weak son, Gian Galeazzo. 


Originating in Renaissance M ilan, where it was first issued, the testone was 
so-called because its obverse bore a naturalistically-styled head (testa) of 
the reigning duke. Owing to the influx of silver as a result of trade fuelled 
by new sources of ore, the M ilanese Sforza family used the denomination 
to promote their power and regional influence. T hey followed Renaissance 
artistic principles, and the portraits of the family are presented in a more 
naturalistic and accurate manner than the more stylized medieval portraits. 
Like the French gros tournois of the thirteenth century, the testone gained 
popular acceptance and soon other areas in Italy began minting similar 
coins, bearing portraits of their own rulers. By the end of the fifteenth 
century, France, England, and Scotland began minting their own versions, 
known as the teston in France, and the testoon in England and Scotland, 
these coins with their R enaissance-style portraits may be viewed as the first 
modern European coinages.

Sir Robert H otung KBE, 1862 - 1956 wasa famous H ong K ong businessman 
and philanthropist. The son of a westerner and a Han Chinese woman of 
Shenzhen heritage, he was educated at Q ueen's College, graduating in 1878. 
With his bilingual skills, business acumen and dedication to hard work 
he became Head Compradore of Jardine, Matheson and Company until 
his retirement in 1889. He was the wealthiest person in Hong Kong and 
through his wife he funded many charities and was on several boards. He 
founded The Chinese Club in response to the colonial policy of excluding 
those who were not British or white from joining the exclusive H ong Kong 
Club. At the time in H ong Kong there was a policy in place under T he Peak 
Reservation Ordinance that prevented Chinese from residing on The Peak 
however, because of his standing and wealth, this was waived for Robert 
H otung and thus he became the first Chinese person to be allowed to live 
on The Peak. Sir Robert also financed different revolutions including the 
X inhai Revolution led by Dr Sun Yat Sen which led to the establishment of 
the Republic of China.

A considerable concentration 
of Tear Smoke was set up, but when the two Sergeants and another Sepoy 
went towards the staircase, the maniac fired at them twice, but fortunately 
missed them. It was subsequently discovered that he was using a respirator. 
Sergeant Bullock thereupon threw some Smoke Tear grenades up the staircase 
and over the roof of the house, and for the second time attempted to reach 
the staircase while Sergeant Burr covered him with a rifle. Two more shots 
from the maniac, however, rendered this attempt unsuccessful. Sergeant 
Burr was then ordered to remain covering the staircase, while Mr Weale 
and Sergeant Bullock made their way through some light bamboo jungle 
up to a distance of about 30 yards from the front of the house. During this 
advance the two officers were exposed to the fire of the maniac through 
the windows referred to above, but were not actually fired on. From the 
position then reached Sergeant Bullock fired four more Tear Smoke shells at 
the windows, but these did not succeed in dislodging the Sepoy. Rifles were 
then borrowed and Mr Weale fired three rounds and Sergeant Bullock four 
rounds through the windows. This attack diverted the maniac's attention 
to the party at the front of the house, and while shifting his position to fire 
at them, he exposed himself to the fire of Sergeant Burr, who was guarding 
the staircase. Sergeant Burr fired two rounds, shortly after which the maniac 
fell down the stairs and was found to be dead. In carrying out this difficult 
and dangerous operation these three officers displayed conspicuous gallantry 
and disregard of personal risk, in the face of a well-armed madman who was 
firing at them from excellent cover’. 


Cyril Weale was born on 12 February 1900. After service during the Great 
War, he joined the Indian Police on 29 November 1921 as an Assistant 
Superintendent in Bengal. In 1924 he was posted to the Intelligence 
Department as Special Assistant and appointed as Additional Superintendent 
of Police at Daca in M arch 1926, and in 1930 as Special Superintendent, 
Intelligence Branch. As Superintendent of Police at M idnapore he succeeded 
in breaking up the ramifications of the terroist parties in that district. In 
June he was appointed Principal of the Police Training College at Sardah, 
and was again appointed Principal of that Collegein J anuary 1935. He was 
promoted an Assistant Inspector-General of Police in October 1936 , and 
Deputy Commissioner of Police, at Calcutta, in M ay 1940. It was in this 
capacity that Weale was awarded the Indian Police M edal for Gallantry 
in an encounter with an armed maniac. He left the Indian Police in 1947 
and then worked in Calcutta with the firm of M essrs. Jardine M atheson & 
Co. Ltd., until 1957. Returning to England, he then worked as a Security 
Officer with the Foreign Office for about two years. Weale was an active 
member of the Indian Police Association, as Secretary in 1938, and Editor 
of the Bulletin until 1940. In 1944 he was Secretary of the Bengal Branch. 
H edied in London on 27 July 1967, aged 67.

M eanwhile the other youth ran away but was pursued and 
eventually wounded and captured, a bomb was found in his possession. The 
foresight, courage and presence of mind displayed by Mr Cleary were the 
main factors in the frustration of an attempted outrage by terrorists which 
might otherwise have been disastrously successful.’

Thomas] ohn Bamford joined the Palestine Police Forceon 14th M ay 1937 
after serving in the Irish Guards. He saw service in the N orthern Frontier 
Division commanded by Deputy District Superintendent C.V.S.Tesseyman, 
D.C.M., K.P.M. He was in a Section consisting of a British Sergeant in 
charge with three British Constables, two Arab Constables and two J ewish 
Constables. They were equipped with an open Ford pick-up in the rear 
of which there was a mounting for a Lewis gun. The men were in action 
almost daily against smugglers and hill gangs trying to infiltrate from Syria 
and Lebanon. While smaller gangs of men were intent on fleeing in the 
other direction after murdering policemen or soldiers in some skirmish 
elsewhere in Palestine: hoping to lielow until things quietened for them. All 
these types of criminals when sighted, were engaged by vigilant patrols and 
many acts of gallantry can testify to the effectiveness of the Division. They 
became known as 'Tessy's Frontiersmen' and from the summer of 1938 to 
the summer of 1939 the Division collected a fine batch of decorations for 
gallantry. The frontier life continued in this fashion until World War II was 
declared when the Arab Rebellion petered out. In 1940 the Division was 
disbanded and the personnel absorbed into other areas of the force. But 
ex-frontiersmen could always be seen to hold their heads high: they werea 
sort of inner clique within an already exclusive corps. To live and survive 
on the Northern Frontier from 1937 to 1940 earned them that privilege. 
By mid 1944 he was the most senior British H ead Constable in the newly 
formed Police M obile Force (P.M .F.).

Citation: 'For most conspicuous bravery and devotion to duty when in action 
with a Lewis gun section. His company met with determined resistance from 
a strong point which was strongly garrisoned, manned by numerous machine 
guns and, undamaged by our artillery fire, was also protected by strong wire 
entanglements. A heavy concentration of machine-gun fire caused many 
casualties, and held up our advance. His Lewis gun having come into action 
and silenced enemy guns in one direction, an enemy gun opened fire from 
another direction. Private Dalziel dashed at it and with his revolver, killed 
or captured the entire crew and gun, and allowed our advance to continue. 
H e was severely wounded in the hand, but carried on and took part in the 
capture of the final objective. H e twice went over open ground under heavy 
enemy artillery and machine-gun fire to secure ammunition, and though 
suffering from considerable loss of blood, he filled magazines and served his 
gun until severely wounded through the head. His magnificent bravery and 
devotion to duty was an inspiring example to all his comrades and his dash 
and unselfish courage at a critical time undoubtedly saved many lives and 
turned what would have been a serious check into a splendid success. ' 


Henry 'Harry' Dalziel was born on 18 February 1893 at a miner's camp called 
Ragged Camp at Ragged Creek near Irvinebank, Far N orth Queensland. His 
father, James Dalziel, was a miner and his mother was Eliza M aggie (née 
M cM illan), both native born Australians. While a young boy, Henry and 
his brother Victor are credited with the discovery of tin samples which led 
to the establishment of the Boulder M ine near Emuford. The mine was one 
of the largest in the region and remained operational until the 1960s. After 
leaving school at Irvinebank hejoined the Queensland Government Railways 
working as an apprentice fireman on the Atherton to Cairnsrun. Within the 
first six months of the war, H enry elected to join up on 16 January 1915 and 
was attested into the AIF at Cairns on 11 February 1915 at the age of 21 
years 8 months. His unit was the 15th Battalion - 1 to 23 Reinforcements. 
He embarked from Brisbane aboard HM AT Kyarra on 16 April 1915 and 
joined his unit at Gallipoli in J uly serving in the Battle of Sari Bair in August. 
N ot long after he was invalided out with enteric fever. 


After recovery, the Gallipoli campaign was over for him so he continued 
training with his unit in Egypt until 31 M ay 1916 when it sailed for France 
as part of the 4th Infantry Brigade of thenew 4th Division AIF, stationed for 
a short time near Armentieres. In August the 4th Division relieved the 2nd 
Division on the Pozieres H eights where they repelled a major German counter 
attack. The Division then saw action at M ouquet Farm twice before fighting 
at Flers in September. In 1917 the Division was kept busy fighting in April 
at Gueudecourt, Lagincourt and Bullecourt and in June at M essines. Then 
it engaged in the Battle of Polygon Wood in October where, on the 16th, 
H enry was wounded by shrapnel. From January to M arch 1918 there was 
a let up in the intensity of fighting however in the second half of M arch the 
Germans launched a major offensive across the Western Front. 


In M ay of 1918 the 4th Division was joined by four other Australian Divisions 
to form the Australian Corps. On 7 June Henry resumed duty, first as a 
driver then as a gunner. In J uly a number of Americans joined alongside the 
Australians and for the first time they were to go into battle at Hamel side 
by-side and co-incidentally on American Independence Day, 4 J uly. 


It was on this day, 4 July 1918, American Independence Day, at Hamel 
Wood east of Corbie that Private Henry Dalziel was to be awarded the 
Commonwealth's highest award for gallantry, with his award being the 
1,000th made. His unit had been tasked with capturing a heavily fortified 
position known as Pear Trench at Hamel Wood. When heavy artillery fire 
proved ineffective against the position and tanks failed to arrive, it fell to 
the infantry to capture the position. Some men managed to get through the 
wire but many were wounded and the Lewis Gunners, one of whom was 
Henry Dalziel, were directed to fire from the hip over the tall crops so as 
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to try and keep the German machine gunners down and give some respite 
to the men under fire. This tactic was successful in silencing two German 
machine guns at which point the men rushed forward only to be held up 
by another machine gun on their flank. At this point H enry gave his Lewis 
Gun to his mate and drawing the two revolvers, which heis known to have 
worn unofficially, he single-handedly charged down the machine gun position 
shooting and killing seven Germans and killing a German bloodhound using 
a captured German dagger he carried in his waist belt. H is magnificent dash 
and daring thus turning what could have been a stalling of his unit's advance 
into amagnificent success. During this action H enry was severly wounded in 
the hand by the German bloodhound he killed with his dagger. 


In Henry's personal recollection of this action he states, 'In action with a 
Lewis Gun section, 4th July 1918, was myself, Driver Henry Dalziel. We 
were harrassed by murderous fire from a nearby enemy stronghold, the 
Australian advance was held up. My gun had cleaned up one nest, but 
another planted in a different direction opened fire. | dashed at it killing 
seven Germans with my two revolvers. One German bloodhound wounded 
me in the hand, but | soon had him on the ground. | lunged at him with 
my German dagger, catching him right over the heart. His dying cry upset 
me and | shivered. At Pear Trench. The Australians pushed on. Blood was 
pouring from my wounded hand but | advanced with the others. We passed 
Pear Trench which had only 23 machine guns and coming to a deep down 
cement dugout which held half a company of German men. Our No 1 gunner 
held his Lewis Gun on hiship and fired down thesteps of the cement dugout. 
The poor Huns came up with their hands above their heads calling 'M erci 
Comrade’. They were handing out watches of different makes, gold and 
silver leaf wrist watches of beautiful designs. | felt like a war lord with my 
two revolvers pointed at them and my dagger in my belt. We sent them off 
with their beautiful watches to the 'moppers up’.' 


Because of his severely wounded hand Henry had been ordered to the rear 
and although seeming to obey hein fact continued in the thick of things until 
Pear Trench was taken. When he was discovered he was again ordered back 
to seek medical aid but instead began retrieving boxes of ammunition which 
had been dropped by parachute onto open ground and virtually inaccessible 
due to enemy fire. Ignoring the bullets he started to bring in ammunition 
cases one at a time. Unfortunately as he attempted to retrieve a case he was 
shot in the head. With his skull smashed and his brain exposed it seemed 
to the men around that his death was inevitable such was the severity of 
his injuries.

H owever, H enry's fighting spirit showed through and after skilful surgery in 
France and hospitalisation in England herecovered. On 13 December 1918 
H enry was taken to Buckingham Palace where King George V invested him 
with the Victoria Cross. He was finally declared fit to return to Australia 
on 5 January 1919. Whiletravelling by train to hishometown he received a 
hero's welcomeat every station from Townsville to Atherton. Still suffering 
from his shocking injury, he continued his recuperation while staying with his 
cousin, M rs George Fish. He was discharged as medically unfit at Brisbane 
on 16 June 1919 at age 26 with GSW to head and back and wound to left 
arm. During histimein Brisbane he met |da M audeR amsay, a Brisbane nurse 
who had served with the 17th Australian General H ospital and on 8 April 
1920 at the Congregational manse South Brisbane they married. A short 
time later H enry enlisted again, this time being attested to the Australian Air 
Corps Regiment on 17/5/1920 aged 27 years. After serving for 29 days he 
was discharged at his own request on 14/6/1920 at N orth Fitzroy. 


Asaresult of his wounds H enry was no longer suitable as a loco fireman so 
he found work in anumber of occupations. Initially he and his wife took up 
a soldier settlement block however, small mixed farming was not suitable for 
H enry so hesought employment further afield leaving Ida to run thefarm. Life 
was tough during the ensuing years and H enry was forced to travel far seeking 
employment. At one point he and his brother were gold mining in Bathurst, 
N SW when Ida became seriously ill and he had to return to Queensland. He 
also worked as a telegraph linesman and office cleaner. By the early 1930s 
H enry was separated from Ida and moved to Brisbane where he joined the 
9th/15th Battalion as a member of the CM F and in 1933 hebecame the first 
VC recipient to bea member of the Guard of H onour being part of the King's 
Colour escort at the opening of the Queensland Parliament and for many 
years he was the flag bearer for the 15th Battalion in the Anzac Day M arch. 
During one of his visits to hospital, H enry once again met a nurse he took a 
liking to and on 15 December 1935 he married for the second time to Elsie 
K anowski a nurse from Toowoomba. In 1938 he travelled to Sydney where 
he marched with a group of Boer War and WWI VC recipients. By now H enry 
was a prolific song writer and had many copyrighted. One of his favourite 
songs, 'A Song of the Tableland' was released in the United Kingdom and 
U.S.A. He also turned his hand to pottery, art and poetry. 


When WWII started he once again heard his country's call enlisting at 
Brisbaneon 14] une1940. H is duties included speaking at recruitment drives 
and fund raising appeals as well as visiting training camps to speak with 
troops in training. He was discharged on 24 December 1943 as Sergeant, 
11 Training Battalion. In 1956 he travelled to England for the Victoria 
Cross Centenary Celebrations and then returned to H amel in France laying 
a wreath at the Cenotaph on 4 July 1956, American Independence Day. In 
September 1956 Henry officially opened YM CA Camp Warrawee with the 
dedication by the Anglican Archbishop of Brisbane, Dr H alse. 


Henry Dalziel VC passed away, aged 72 years, at the Greenslopes Private 
Hospital on July 24, 1965 after suffering a stroke. His funeral service 
was conducted at St John's Cathedral by Dean Baddeley, the Dean of 
Brisbane, and the panegyrie was given by Senior Chaplain T.S.S. Brown- 
Beresford. Following the service six pall bearers from the 6th Battalion, 
Royal Australian Regiment, carried the coffin from the cathedral to a gun 
carriage. The procession to the M t Thompson Crematorium was led by three 
Army motor cyclists, an officer and twenty men and a firing party. Insignia 
bearer Sergeant E.A. Taylor carried the Victoria Cross group of six medals 
on a red velvet cushion behind the gun carriage. The procession passed 
the Shrine of Remembrance and turned into Edward and Turbot Streets. 
Among the mourners were representatives for the Premier, Mr Nicklin, the 
General Officer Commanding Northern Command and members of the 
Repatriation Department. Flags at the GPO were flown at half mast. There 
is a memorial plaque for Henry on Wall 12, Section 16, No 106 at Mt 
Thompson Crematorium. Curiously, a resident of N undah claimed that the 
sign of a street named in Henry's honour began to lean at the time when he 
was failing in Greenslopes Repatriation H ospital and that at about the time 
of Henry's funeral it fell down such that it looked like a cross. 


Tributes to Henry Dalziel VC,

Further she said, The Henry Dalziel VC Dialysis Centre recognizes one of 
Australia's wartime heroes, a Queenslander who was decorated with the 
Commonwealth's highest award for valour in the face of the enemy - the 
Victoria Cross. Henry Dalziel enlisted in the Australian Imperial Force in 
January 1915 and was serving at Gallipoli by J uly of that year and he was 
there with his mates of the 15th Battalion. After serving in the battles on 
the peninsula, he was evacuated with his unit and sent to the Western Front, 
where he served on the Somme, at Pozieres and M ouquet Farm. But it is 
for his actions in the Battle of Hamel in July 1918 that he was awarded 
the Victoria Cross.... The brave actions of Henry Dalziel are typical of the 
Australian spirit that burned brightly in World War I. It helped us to define 
Ourselves as a nation. It gave us values and traditions that today echo and 
shine in the present generation of Australian servicemen and women. His 
bravery in the face of the enemy and his refusal to leave his mates despite 
being wounded are the actions that make his story so special. He was a true 
Anzac. He never gave up and he always looked after his mates. '

This lot comes from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from thetime 
of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates V| 
of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues two centuries earlier of 
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Lysimachos. These staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked him 
to Alexander, history's greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates 
embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around 
the Black Sea under his control. These policies brought him into conflict 
with Rome and he consequently tried to liberate the East from Rome and 
quickly defeated the local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in 
Asia (some 80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but 
the Roman response came in 87 B.C. The Consul L. Sulla with five legions 
captured Athens and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates 
was fined 2000 talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. These 
gold staters were probably struck during his campaign in Thracein late 88 to 
early 87 B.C. to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. 
Alternatively the view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were 
issues by Brutus in the Civil War of 44-42 B.C. See Celator, January 2000 
(pp. 22-24). This may still prove to be the correct interpretation.

Completing his expeditions to the outer limits of Asia Minor, Alexander 
the Great led his army eastward late in 331 BC. The metropolis of Babylon 
was surrendered by its satrap, M azaios, whom Alexander rewarded with 
the local governorship. Alexander made Babylon his royal seat and there 
established one of his most important mints from which a large quantity 
of regular ‘Alexandrine’ or 'imperial' coinages were struck, including the 
impressive dekadrachms of circa 327/6 BC. In addition to the ‘imperial’ 
coinages, Babylon also produced a substantial group of local coinages, 
some of which initially bore the name of M azaeus. After M azaeus' death in 
328 B.C. the issue of silver ‘lion staters' continued in at least three smaller 
denominations, all with a seated Baal on the obverse and a standing lion 
on the reverse. The staters initially were struck to the weight of the Attic 
tetradrachm, but eventually were reduced to the lighter Persic standard of 
the Babylonian shekel. Though initiated under M azaios, both the gold and 
the silver coinages were produced for decades afterwards, with the final 
silver coins probably being struck circa 288/7 BC under Seleukos |. These 
lion staters are only found in Babylonia.

Julius Caesar recognized the value of expanding Rome's port, but it 
was Claudius who began actual construction in 42 AD. As part of the 
construction, one of Caligula's pleasure galleys was scuttled and filled with 
cement and above it was erected a lighthouse surmounted by a statue of 
Neptune. Although the actual date of completion is not certain, it must 
have occurred shortly before this sestertius was minted in64A.D..A further 
expansion of the facilities was required under Trajan and H adrian. By the 
fourth century, however, the port's importance began to diminish as a result 
of silting and the region later became a breeding ground for malaria and 
was abandoned.
